TEN VIRGINS. 


Watch therefore; for you know not the Day, nor the Hour, 
when the Son of Man cometh, St. Mark 13. 35- 
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ſleepin the Night: and the dreadful frame is ſuited 

to the ſtate of ignorant and benighted Souls ; but that 

they who are of the Day , (though they do not ſleep 

as do others) ſhould ſlumber in the Light, is juſtly wonderful. 
The Spouſe ſaith, ſhe ſlept, but her Heart waked : but the ſad 
zeſs of our caſe is,that our Hearts are aſleep. When the Sonof 
Man comes, indeed, ſhall he find Faith on the Earth ? As zhe 
People of God by Perſecution have been at their Wits-end; ſo by | 
the long delay of Deliverance,they are almoſt at their Faiths-end: 
and they that have obtained Faith in the Croſs, find it difficultto 
attain to Faith inthe Kingdom. 7t is wortha ſerious Enquiry, 
why the DoArine of Chriſt's Kingdom hath met with ſo cold a 
Reception, eſpecially when as the time of the End draws near, 
many have ran to and fro, (1.e. by comparing Scripture with Scrie 
prures; for which the following Diſc v4 is ſo highly valuable )and 
Knowledg zz theſe things is much increaſed. Oar Blindneſs, I 
conceive,is but too much cauſed by the Duſt that hath been raiſed 
by ſome who have driven furiouſly in by-paths ; amongſt whom I 
reckon thoſe moſt Blame-worthy,who have advanced Phancy fo far 
above Faith,as to run into carnal Notions of ſenſual Enjoyments, 
more ſuited to a Turkiſh Paradiſe, than the Kingdom of Chriſt : 
their Carnality hath made this Dodtrine to grate in a Chriſtian's 
Ears, to whom one Hour's Communion with God, is preferred a- 
bove all the Pleafures rhat the World can afford. The next totheſe 
WO are 


T HE Apoſtle hath an Obſervation,that they which ſleep; 
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are they who have drawn,or wire-drawn, ſtrange Conſequences from 
this Dothrine, to eftabliſh ſeditious Principles and Pratlices a- 
gainſt the Powers that. be:. whereby ſome have gone beyond the 
filthy Dreamers, who deſpiſed Dominions, and ſpake evil of 
Dignities. 7s theſe we may adjoin ſome great and good Men, of 
whoſe Works many have complained, that they have darkned (in- 
ſtead of enlightning) their Eyes ; when they bave too confidently 
aſſerted the perſonal Preſence of Chriſt on Earth for a thouſand 
Tears: whereas it is not ſaid that Chrilt hall reign with the Saints, 
but that they ſhall reign with him her, even as they ſuffer with 
him »ow : but eſpecially, when they have pretended to determine 


Day and Hour ; and ſo by their frequent Miſtakes and Diſape - 


pointments, have expoſed Themſelves and their Lahours to Con- 
rempt. Let us then tate the Dofrine as refined from all this 

Droſs, and it will appear pure Gold. The only doubt is, whether 
the aſſerting the nearnelſs of this bright Day,be not equivalent to a 

fixing the Day and Hour, and on the ſame account dangerous. I 
humbly conceive that the Scripture doth abundantly make the dif- 
ference; in which we are not only forbidden to pry into Secrets, 
which the Father has-in his own Power ; ut we are commanded 

ro go by Scripture-Signs : that as no Man knows the one, viz. 

the Day and Hour ; ſo. when we ſee ſuch and ſuch things come 

to paſs.all may know zhe other, viz. the Nearneſs of it. 7 de- 

fireto be aſhamed of my own Darkneſs and Vileneſs, that I have 
net attained to that Evidence and Perſuafion of our being now 

come ro the time of the Ed, that 7 know | Ao of the dear 
People of God have arrived unto : Rut I bleſs God for what I 

have ſeen, and I could wiſh Thad words tedeclare it to the World, 

that they who live in the daily ExpeAtationof the coming of Chriſt, 

are the moſt lively zealous Chriſtians, that ever 1 have known or 

heard of in theſe latter ay ; the wonderful Impreſſions which they 

have upon their Spirits about it,are ſoul-raviſhing,inflaming their 

Hearts with Love to him: They are Soub-repleniſhing, that they 

even overflow and ran over in all their Diſcourſe, with the moſt 

| affettionate 
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affe fionate ſpeaking of Chriſt, and for him ; whereby they are- 
 rendred ſome of the moſt uſeful Saints upon Earth: and whereas 
all Enthufiaſt ical Opinions are wont to puff up,. theſe Impreſſions 
have tended. to make them the moſt humble and. lowly Chriſtians 
that ever [ came near. As the Generality of Chriſtians are with-. 
out theſe Expettations, ſo by woful Experience we know how. cold 
we are in our Hearts and Lives, in our Converſe and Families : 
We ſtand in need of the Notes of ſome Boanerges, ſome ſach awa- 
kening Diſcourſe as is here preſented to you. Though we come._be- 
hind other Chriſtians, as to the Plerophory they are raiſed up. 
to; yet by Grace we are aſſured, that the Lord is not ſlack, as 
ſome count Slackneſs. We abhor the Malignity of the Scoffers, 
that ſay, Where is the Promiſe of his coming ? We fully know?” 
that he that ſhall come, will come (7 his own _—_ and will - 
not tarry. 7This is enough to rouze us from our Secarity, and to 
make us prize a Diſcourſe that is more than ordinarily ſuited to - 
the awakening of a droufie World:This is enough to 
make us more fervent when we praywith the Church, Form of Pray- 
That the Kingdom of thy Dear Son may come nts oor 
' quickly; and that all his Enemies being made a. D. 1690. 
his Footſtool, he who is the Lord of Lords, 
and King of Kings, may reign to all the Ends of the Earth. . 
Though I am engaged by Promiſe tb ſay nothing of- the Author, 
( which indeed is not neceſſary in any place where his Name is. 
known ) yet I take it to be a point of Juſtice to him, and to- 
the World, to ſay thus much of his Work; that thu Sermon -_ 
was Preached in a Country-Church ( I am -perſwaded ) without 
the leaſt Deſign of being made Publick, and that the Copy was - 
written out, and ſent to the Preſs ( though not without - the + 
leave, yet ) in the Abſence of the Author : ſo that the Judici-- 
ous will eafily believe, with what Advantage it would. have come 
forth, if it had been on purpoſe prepared for publick view, and 
the Copy had been correfted by the Author's own Hand. pon - 
the whole, ſeeing the Author has withdrawn his Name, you muſt -

either you will be.ſhut in or out-- .[t-mightily concerns us all : 


And if we would know the meaning, we muſt have our Savi- 
our's Key, Ver. 13. Watch therefore, for you know neither the 
Day nor the Four when the Son of Man cometh. 

Queſt. The great Queſtion is, What is meant by the \coming 
of the Son of Man ? | irgne 1 | 

Auſw. 1.1n the firſt, place, when any onedieth, the Son of Man 
comethto that Man. The Body's Dying-day, is the Soul's Dooms- 
day. There is a particular Judgment, and then the Soul is ei- 
ther ſhat into Heaven, or ſhut out of Heaven. The Parable 


may be applied to this ; and this-agrees with other Scriptures. - 


And the Doctrine raiſed from it, is, 
That Death to a Saint, is the Soul s Marriage 10 Chriſt; and to 
a Sinner, is the Soul's everlaſtin? Divorce from Chriſt.

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is well it is your Grief, then it _ not be your Ruine. How 
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O what a dead Sleep is on the Hearts of poor Creatures ! We 
are got to the Lees of the Church of Sards, Rev.z.1. To the 
Angel of the Church of Sardis, Write---Thou haft a Name, that 
thoa liveFt,andart dead; this means us: not our Fore-fathers, 
nor them that come after us,but us that ſtand here before God : 
It's ſpoken of Z»g/and,and this Country, and this Town and 
Congregation. This is a Prophetical Book, and theſe are Pro- 
phetical! Epiſtles. The Epiſtle before, is co 7hyatira, z. e. the 
Church under Popery : Then comes in the Reformation, and 
that is in the Epiſtle to Sards : Then comes Philadelphia,when 
the Jews are converted. Now I ſpeak to them that are ſpiritu- 
ally wiſe: Can there be an apter Character of us, Thou hat a 
Name to live ! Oh! we are of the Church, and for the Church; 
but thou art dead; they hear, but they are dead ; pray, but are 
dead; receive Sacraments, but are dead : Dreadful ! but true ; 
there isno Life left ; that have a little Life are ſenſible of 
it. Three things are ſpoken of Sardis; Thou haſt a Name to 
live,and art dead; --Remember therefore how thou haſt received, 
(they have forgotten the Do@trines received in the Reformati- 
on) and repent ; noting the Corruptions in manners. They are 
dead in Wor ſhip,decayed in Doflrine,defetivein Manners.There 
was Life ; but what a formal People are we become > Here has 
been found DoQtrine ; but how has Arminianiſm overſpread 
the Land » And for Corruptions in Mangers ; O that my Head 
wereWaters,and mine Eyes Fountains of Tears, to bewail the De- 
bauchery of the Land ! And ſince the Hand of God has been 
lifted upamongſt us,People have had ſeven Spirits in themworſe 


' than before ; more of Malignity and Ervy at the People of God 


than ever : What will this come to? ver.4. / will come oz thee 
as a Thief,and thou ſhalt not know what Hour I will come upon 
thee, As the Lord liveth, it will be ſo : Yea,the wiſe Virgins 
cannot excuſe themſelves. How canſt thou fay, thou art not 
dead 2 Fer. 2. 23. You'll fay, it is our Grief weare ſo dead. It

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dead are many with reſpeC to Chriſt's Yingdom ! There are 
many Chriflians that ſcarce think of it, Others allow that ſuch 
A State will be ; but if you ſpeak of it in its Noon-tide Glory, 
the wonderful and abiding Preſence of God, the Immunities 
and Privileges of the Saints, they cannot believe it will riſe fo 
high. Tell them,it will be the Xingdom of God ; that there will 
be no more Death, (Death being put for Peſtilence or Perſe- 
cution) nor Sorrow, nor Crying, nor Pain, for ſo faith the Scri- 
pture, Rev. 21. 4. Tell them of the high frame that the People 
of God will be in, when God himſelf is the Temple ; you cannot 
perſnade them of it : and tell them, that all this is near : who 
thinks of it? Chriſt is about it, and he proteſts he & coming 
-quickly ; yer the precious People of God do not think of this. 
It isa dead ſleepy time. If the Children of ſacl will not be- 
lieve, what will become of Pharaoh? It is Midnight Sleep. If 
there be a grear noiſe in a Room on one ſide,and on the other, 
anda Man aſleep in the middle, youlll fay, it isa Midnight 
Sleep. indeed. How did our Fathers weep over the Palatinate, 
when it was but a light ſtroke ? But we have had Thundrings, 
and Lightnings, and we are ſlumbering. What a noiſe is there 
in Flanders, and in Ireland, and we in England between them 
are all:ep | Miniſters come with a Call, to repent, to humble 
your ſelves, (you muſt be ſerious, or youll never be faved ;) 
Call upon Call, and there is no Anſwer : It is a ſign you are 
aſleep ; put this amongſt the Signs that Chriſt is near.
